Words  of  Franklin  Recalled 

"If  time  be  of  all  things  the  most  precious,  wasting 
time  must  be  the  greatest  prodigality.” 

"Lost  time  is  never  found  again,  and  what  we  call  time 
enough  always  prove  little  enough." 

These  words  of  the  imaginary  R.  Saunders,  or  Poor 
Richard,  are  especially  significant  on  this  Jan.  17,  1948,  the 
242nd  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  their  author,  Benjamin 
Franklin.  In  the  midst  of  the  turmoil  that  surrounds  the 
activities  of  modern  man,  it  might  be  well  to  pause  to  give 
these  words  our  serious  consideration. 

Contrary  to  what  some  of  us  might  believe  after  reading 
these  axiomatic  expressions,  Benjamin  Franklin  was  not  a 
fatalist  or  a  pessimist.  He  was,  as  John  T.  Morse  tells  us  in 
his  biography  of  the  famed  Pennsylvania  statesman,  "a 
cheerful  optimist  all  his  life  long,  and  few  men  have  ever 
so  trusted  human  kind  as  he  did."  Now,  what  could  have 
caused  Ben  Franklin  to  issue  such  a  dire  warning  concerning 
the  wasting  of  time  ? 

We  can  probably  answer  our  own  query  in  one  word — 
experience.  It  was  the  old  taskmaster  experience  that  taught 
Benjamin  Franklin  many  things,  many  of  them  uttered  in 
"Poor  Richard’s  Almanac.”  Most  of  his  84  years  were  spent 
in  the  service,  not  only  of  his  native  country,  but  of  mankind. 

Again  quoting  Morse,  "Franklin’s  inborn  ambition  was 
the  noblest  of  all  ambitions:  to  be  of  practical  use  to  the 
multitude  of  men."  And,  surprisingly  enough,  in  a  humanity 
where  ambitions  are  seldom  fulfilled,  he  went  a  long  way 
toward  realizing  his  goal. 

Now  let  us  students  at  Wartburg  apply  Ben  Franklin’s 
lessons  to  our  own  careers,  especially  as  they  affect  our  col¬ 
lege  life.  “Lost  time  is  never  found  again."  How  often  do  we 
find  the  truth  of  that  statement  in  the  results  of  many  col¬ 
lege  educations  today!  Many  college  students  bemoan  the 
fact  that  their  time  of  formal  education  was  poorly  spent, 
reaping  only  a  diploma  and  a  nodding  acquaintance  with 
some  scattered  facts. 

Now  is  the  time.  At  the  beginning  of  another  semester, 
let  us  apply  ourselves  to  our  studies:  let  us  fill  ourselves 
with  the  products  of  the  educational  fountain.
